“In onr Issue of the 4th lostent it was stated 
that the Directors of the Tang Wab Hospital 
wero recelved by His Excellency the Governor 
in the Coun: Chamber on the 3rd andythat {a the 
courte of a lengthy addresi to them Sir’ Willlam 
Rablason sald he had recelved the report of 
the Commission appointed to Inqatre foto the 
maorgement of the hospital ; that the members 
of the Commission were agreed that In the 
intereats of the sick and-deattiute who make use 
of the lastitation, aud - with a viow to thelr com- 
fort, improvements should be effected, In the 
views of the Cammisslon His Excellency con- 
curred and he had therefore decided to give the 
Directors every assistance to place the hospital 
above criliciam so fer as the cleanliness of the: 
patients and sanitary mafntenance of the place 
are concerned, With this object in view be | 
bad made up his mind to appolot a Steward 
whose sole time and attention wonld be devoted 
to maintaining the place and Ita inmates fo a 
sanitary andcleanlyconditton. Having dealt at 
some length with the sanitary maintenance of
